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Letter dated 22 August 2002 from the Secretary-General 
addressed to the President of the Security Council 

I have the honour to refer to resolution 1425 (2002), adopted by the Security 
Council on 22 July 2002, concerning Somalia. Paragraph 3 of the resolution requests 
that I establish within one month from the date of its adoption a Panel of Experts 
consisting of three members, to be based in Nairobi for a period of six months. Its 
purpose would be to generate independent information on violations of the arms 
embargo on Somalia and to provide recommendations on possible practical steps 
and measures for implementing it. 

Accordingly, I wish to inform you that, after consultation with the Security 
Council Committee established pursuant to resolution 751 (1992) concerning 
Somalia, I have appointed the following experts:
